The  Honorable  and  Well-born  Lord,  Philip  Anthony, 
Baron  von  der  Pels,  Dean  ot*  the  honorable  chapter  of 
knights  at  bruchsal  and  Capitulary  at  \\  impfen,  Lord  of  the 
lordships  at  C 'outre,  lleflingern  and  Chief  Magistrate  at 
\\  aibstatt  :  I,  John  (leorge  Lamperet,  hereby  and  in  virtue 
hereof,  announce  and  declare  that  the  bearer,  Christian 
Bomberger,  who  has  for  upwards  of  twelve  years  been  a 
farmer  and  tenant  of  the  Baron  von  der  Pels,  has  now  with 
his  wife  and  eight  children  determined  to  remove  hence  to 
seek  his  fortune  and  subsistence  in  other  lands;  and  having 
for  the  promotion  of  the  reputation  of  himself  and  family, 
and  for  the  identification  of  his  good  name,  regularly  applied 
at  this  oflice  I « » r  an  honorable  dismissal,  it  has  therefore, 
been  deemed  proper  to  grant  this  reasonable  petition. 


I 'or  as  much,  then,  as  the  aforesaid  Bomberger  per¬ 
sonally,  as  also  his  wife  and  children,  have  in  all  things 
conducted  themselves  well,  virtuously  and  honorabls  in 
respect  to  the  officials  of  our  beneficent  government,  as  well 
as  trustworthy,  industrious  and  courteous  towards  residents 
and  neighbors,  and  so  continue  that  we  should  gladly  retain 
him  and  his  as  our  citizens,  the  same  person  and  his  familv 
at  their  own  pleasure  and  with  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  the  gracious  authorities,  are  hereby  dismissed  and  bidden 
farewell.  Consequently,  all  and  each,  exalted  and  inferior 
officials,  civil  and  military  rulers,  government,  servants  and 
minor  officers,  as  well  as  other  Christian  loving  people,  are 
requested  in  a  polite,  friendly  and  neighborly  manner  to 
grant  them  kind,  sympathetic,  serviceable,  genial  and  favor- 
abb'  assistance  and  co-operation;  more  especially  as  the 
aforesaid  persons  now  depart  from  a  place  which  is  healths 
and  free  from  disease,  and  have  been  declared  free  and 
absolved  from  even  the  smallest  obligations.  The  favor 
herewith  conceded  will  be  reciprocated  to  the  best  of  our 
ability  on  this  and  on  all  other  occasions.  Officially  granted 
under  the  great  seal  of  my  oflice  and  attested  by  my  signa 
ture.

Fact  and  Tradition 


The  first  settlement  adjoining  the  point  where  Penn, 
Klizabeth  and  Warwick  townships  now  meet  in  Lancaster 
county  was  made  by  Christian  Bomberger,  who  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  with  his  family  about  six  weeks  after  leaving 
Kschelbronn,  Baden,  (iermany  in  1722.  Warwick  is  one  of 
12  townships  named  when  Lancaster  county  was  formed 
from  Chester  county  in  1729.  It  was  named  by  Richard 
C  arter  for  W  arwickshire,  Kngland,  Carter’s  old  home. 

The  first  Bomberger  probably  was  a  squatter  for  a 
time  on  land  where  the  foothills  of  the  Triassic  red  sand¬ 
stone  become  gravel  to  join  the  fertile  limestone  valleys, 
lie  built  his  dugout  against  a  hillside  near  a  supply  of 
spring  water.  W  olves  at  night  time,  attracted  by  the  smell 
of  humans,  scratched  dirt  down  the  chimney,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  throw  blazing  bits  of  wood  up  the  chimney 
to  frighten  them  away. 

This  Bomberger,  all  told,  owned  over  (km>  acres,  along 

what  later  became  the  Newport  road,  leading  from  the 

% 

Cornwall  iron  mines  to  the  seacoast.  lie  received  a  deed 
from  the  Penn  heirs  in  1734 — a  large  seal  of  beeswax,  about 
three  inches  wide,  with  the  words,  “Love,  and  Peace,  and 
Truth,”  on  one  side;  and,  on  the  other,  “Justice  and  Mercy,' 
is  attached  to  the  parchment  by  a  blue  silk  ribbon. 

Jacob  Bomberger,  of  the  third  generation,  received  the 
rudiments  of  a  (ierman  education  at  Moravian  Lititz  (found¬ 
ed  175b).  As  a  youth  he  became  an  officer  in  the  second 
battalion  of  the  Pennsylvania  troops  under  lieneral  John 
Forbes  ami  Colonel  Henry,  Bouquet  during  the  French  and 
Indian  war.  lie  also  was  in  the  Revolutionary  service,  but 
after  1783,  became  a  missionary  to  the  Indians  in  the  west¬ 
ern  country.  He  died  near  Harrisburg  in  1829,  aged  85 
years.  Jacob’s  brother,  John,  also  served  in  the  Revolution.

The  first  house  in  Lititz,  \v;is  built  by  Cieorge  Klein,  in 
1745.  From  that  year  until  tybi  it  served  the  purpose  o! 
a  (lemeinhaus  (meeting  place  and  parsonage  for  the  Mora¬ 
vians).  \  I  so  called  the  I  Mgerhaus.  tytii-iyb},  the  congre¬ 
gation  store  and  tavern,  Is v p t  bs  Andrew  I  lorn.  17L5  1X04, 
owned  and  occupied  by  1 ) a \  id  rannenberg,  the  first  organ 
builder  in  the  Colonies.  A  Provincial  Synod  was  held  in 
it  August  15-17,  1754.  Bishop  Spangcnberg  presiding.  The 
original  sketch  is  in  the  Bethlehem  archives. 


The  Bombergers  were  frequent  visitors  to  the  new  town 
of  Lititz,  which  was  the  nearest  settlement  to  their  farms. 
The  place  was  so  named  by  Count  Nikalous  Ludwig 
Xinzendorf,  patron  of  the  Morav  unis,  alter  his  estate  in 
Saxony.  The  Moravian  i.s  the  oldest  1‘rotestanl  denomination 
in  the  world,  dating  back  to  the  days  of  John  Muss.  Fount 
Xinzendorf  held  a  religious  meeting  in  174J  at  the  home  of 
|acob  1 1 uber  “llill  Inn"  which  was  attended  by  C  hristian 
Bomberger.  Lititz  was"  named  in  175b.  Xinzendorf  made  an 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  combine  all  Protestant  deimmina 
lions  in  the  C "olonies.

Last  Will  and  Testament 

The  will  of  the  first  Christian  Bomberger  shortly  after 
his  death  was  recorded  at  the  court  house  in  Lancaster, 

on  March  ^5,  174J. 

The  George  Klein  mentioned  as  one  of  the  executors 
is  the  same  Klein  that  gave  the  land  for  the  original  Mora¬ 
vian  settlement  of  Lititz. 

The  will  reads: 

1,  Christian  Bomberger,  of  W  arwick  in  the  County  of 
Lancaster  and  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  Yeoman,  being 

very  sick  and  weak  of  body,  but  of  perfect  mind  and 

memory,  thanks  be  given  unto  God,  therefore  calling  into 
mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is 

appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain  this, 
my  last  will  and  testament,  that  is  to  say,  principally  and 
first  of  all  give  and  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of 
God  that  gave  it,  and  for  my  body  1  recommend  it  to  the 
earth  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian  like  and  decent  manner  at 
the  discretion  of  my  executors,  nothing  doubting  but  at 
the  General  Resurrection,  1  shall  receive  the  same  again  by 
the  mighty  Power  of  God,  and  as  touching  such  worldly 
Estate  wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to  Bless  me  in  this 
life,  1  give,  Devise  and  Dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following 
manner  and  form. 

Ltii|iriinlN.  It  is  in y  will  and  I  do  order  that  iti  the  first  place  all  my  Just 
debts  and  funeral  charges  In1  paid  and  satisfied. 

Item.  I  give  ami  bequeath  unto  Mary,  my  lit* loved  wife,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy  pounds  of  good  and  lawful  money,  to  be  raised  and  paid 
out  of  my  Instate. 

Item.  Iti  is  my  will  t  hat  tin*  remainder  of  my  estate  lx*  equally  divided 
between  my  children,  namely:  Anna,  Margaret,  Ibirbura,  John,  Eli/.abet  h,  and 
Christian,  so  that  there  be  dm*  regard  kept  of  what  each  oj  them,  have  received 
from  me  in  my  life.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son.  John,  all  that  tract  of 
land  where  he  now  lives  upon,  containing  L’bb  acres,  to  him  and  his  heirs  and 
assigns  forever,  according  to  the  value  agreed  with  him  in  my  Lifetime. 

Item.  1  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son-in-law,  Martin  IVoughcr,  who  is 
married  to  my  daughter,  Klizalu  th,  to  him  and  his  heirs,  or  assigns  forever, 
according  to  tin*  agreement  made  with  him  in  my  lifetime,  all  that  tract  of 
land  where  lie  now  lives  upon,  containing  Ido  acres. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sou,  Christian,  the  plantation  and  tract 
of  land  where  I  now  live  upon,  containing  about  UOO  acres,  to  him,  his  heir*,* 
assigns;  so  that  be  appraised  and  In*  get  no  more  than  an  equal  share. 

1  likewise  constitute,  make  and  ordain  my  son-in-law, 
John  Caffman,  and  my  trusty  friends,  Michael  Shorn!  and 
Geo.  Klein,  my  only  and  sole  executors  of  this  my  last  will 
and  Testament. 

Signed  this  30th  day  of  June,  1741.

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"Johnny"  Bomberger 


John  Bomberger,  fourth  generation  in  this  country,  died 
November  K>,  t8bi,  aged  81  years.  Three  weeks  later  on 
December  7,  his  widow,  Anna,  died,  aged  74  years.  On  each 
occasion  J.  William  Rauch  wrote  an  appropriate  verse 
which  was  printed  in  the  Volkesfruend  und  Baobachter,  a 
Certnan  weekly  published  at  Lancaster.  Christ  Rauch, 
surveyor  and  scrivener,  was  a  close  friend  of  the  Bom- 
bergers.  Mis  family  spent  many  summer  days  on  the  Bom¬ 
berger  farm.  The  elder  Rauch  published  a  Written  Arith¬ 
metic  in  1804. 

“Johnny”  Bomberger,  as  he  was  affectionately  called, 
was  a  carpenter  and  cabinet  maker  as  well  as  a  farmer, 
lie  made  all  the  furniture  for  his  three  daughters  when  they 
went  to  housekeeping,  and  made  the  cases  for  huge  grand¬ 
father’s  clocks  for  his  two  sons,  lie  built  a  rocking  cradle 
for  his  brother,  Abraham,  who  lived  at  Annville,  Lebanon 
county,  and  delivered  it  one  night,  travelling  over  the 
mountains  on  horseback,  a  distance  of  18  miles.  Me  also 
made  a  grain  cradle  and  carried-  it  on  his  shoulders  for  12 
miles  to  a  place  near  Chestnut  Mill,  before  sunrise,  and 
then  did  a  day’s  work  at  carpentering.  A  few  years  ago  the 
chimney  of  a  house  was  rebuilt  in  Brickerville.  Between 
bricks  and  board-  was  found  a  paper  bearing  the  message- 
written  with  purple  ink:  “I,  John  Bomberger,  made  this 
chimney  on  the  8th  of  September,  in  the  year  of  1802. 
May  he  who  finds  this  think  of  Cod,  and  also  of  me.” 

Me  was  a  trustee  of  the  first  school  house,  before  the 
1  'ennsy I vania  free  public  school  system  was  adopted,  and 
helped  build  a  log  school  building,  also  used  as  a  church,  at 
Lexington.  Mere  Byerly.’s  Speller  and  Sanders  Readers 
were  used.  Mis  reputation  in  that  section  of  Lancaster 
county  was  such  that  when  a  \oungster  in  the  school  was 
asked,  “Who  made  the  world?”  the  reply  was  “Johnny 
Bomberger.”

Lititz  Springs,  the*  largest  limestone  spring  in  the 
state,  is  surrounded  1  >y  about  seven  acres  of  park,  owned 
by  the  Moravian  church. 


The  clear  limestone  water  gushes  forth  from  a  point 
at  which  several  underground  streams  converge,  (half 
placed  in  a  cave  on  the  Bomberger  farm  northwest  of  Lititz 
has  reached  the  springs  by  subterranean  channels. 


The  place  is  popular  for  Sunday  School,  family  reunions, 
and  other  picnics.  A  Fourth  of  July  celebration,  which 
attracts  thousands  from  far  and  wide  has  been  held  there 
since  about  1818,  although  the  first  of  any  importance  was 
held  in  1843  when  about  was  realized  for  improvement 
of  the  park.  Only  four  hundred  candles  were  used  then. 


A  stone  tablet  placed  at  the  spring  by  the  Beck  family 
(well  known  educators)  reads  “(ioettes  Bruennlein  hat 
Wasser  die  Fulle,”  (Ciod's  Fount  is  never  failing).

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The  Bomberger  Cemetery

The  Bomberger  cemetery  is  located  two  miles  northwest  of  Lititz, 
400  feet  north  of  the  Bomberger  marker  at  the  old  Newport  Road. 
The  first  body  interred  was  the  daughter  of  Christian  Bomberger 
(pioneer)  prior  to  1740;  the  grave  was  marked  with  a  small  lime¬ 
stone,  no  date.  The  first  marker  is  M.  B.  (Mary  Bomberger),  C.  B. 
(Christian  Bomberger),  no  date.  Christian  died  in  1742;  two 
daughters  preceded  him.  His  son,  John,  the  oldest  of  his  family 
died  in  175(5;  no  marker,  but  a  simple  small  stone  which  has 
crumbled.  The  Martin  Bucher  (pioneer)  grave  is  not  marked, 
although  all  of  the  early  Buchers  are  buried  in  the  cemetery.  Seven 
generations  of  the  Bomberger  family  are  interred  in  'the  plot. 
There  are  about  IS  graves  not  marked.  The  Kartz  family  of  three 
buried  in  this  cemetery  had  a  tannery  at  Lexington  about  1800. 
The  last  burial  was  1007. 

Magdalena  Bomberger,  wife  of  Joseph  Bomberger,  was  a  daughter 
of  Christian  Hershey.  Her  grandmother  was  born  on  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  three  weeks  before  her  parents  landed  in  America. 

Here  the  pioneers,  Christian  Bomberger  and  Martin  Bucher,  sleep 
on  this  hallowed  plot  in  unmarked  graves. 

(Inscriptions  are  copied  here  as  originally  carved.  The  sculptors 
were  not  always  careful  as  to  spelling  and  grammatical  forms).

A  God-fearing  and  industrious  man,  who  with  his  wife, 
Maria,  two  sons,  John  and  Christian,  and  six  daughters, 
lelt  the  tenantry  of  Karon  Von  Der  Fels,  in  Gschelbronn, 
Baden,  May  12th,  1722,  was  granted  a  certificate  of 

honorable  dismissal  by  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Waib- 
statt,  and  settled  in  this  tract,  among  the  Indians.  He 
died  in  1 712.  His  body  rests  in  the  family  God’s  acre 
on  yonder  hill.

Krb’s  Mennonite  Meeting  House. 


Until  recent  years  practically  all  the  Bombergers  were  members  of  the 
Mennonite  church  (founded  by  Menno  Simon  during  the  fifteenth  century). 
This  sect  is  one  of  the  “plain"  Protestant  denominations,  wearing  a  quiet  and 
peculiar  garb,  worshiping  in  severely  simple  meeting  houses,  choosing  their 
ministers  by  lot,  opposing  the  taking  of  oaths  and  refusing  to  bear  arms, 
believing  war  unchristian.  They  were  originally  several  hundred  years  ahead 
of  the  times  by  urging  separation  of  church  and  state.  Among  the  early  settlers 
of  Pennsylvania  they  were  expert  farmers  and  counted  as  earnest,  sensible, 
intelligent,  God-fearing,  industrious,  upright  men  and  women.  Meeting  houses 
attended  by  the  Bombergers  included  Hess',  Hammer  Creek  and  'Krb’s. 


Christian,  of  the  second  generation  was  a  Mennonite  preacher.  Christian, 
of  the  fourth,  and  Christian  of  the  fifth  generations  were  Mennonite  bishops. 

The  contact  of  these  agricultural  people  with  the  Moravians  of  nearby 
Lititz  always  was  friendly.  In  fact,  while  disinterested  in  higher  education 
for  themselves,  they  assisted  in  financing  higher  schools  in  Moravian  Lititz  by 
loans  from  time  to  time.  It  must  be  remembered  that  helping  to  develop  the 
nearby  town  furnished  a  market  for  'the  produce  of  these  frugal  people.  Their 
belief  did  not  include  putting  pressure  on  any  one  in  matters  of  conscience; 
“Believe  and  let  Ibelieve”  was  their  religious  motto. 
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
